TEMPLE UOniCEJl: 

A.t this point the apron ordinarily should have been removed 
and the garment placed between you and the apron. 

The collar represents the seal of Israel, 

and together with the yoke represents the yoke of Christ. 

The right side of the garment represents God, 

the left' side represents man, and together signifies the Priesthood 

or the power of God totally covering man, 

being wrapped in the power of the holy Priesthood, 

and with the top strings tied, 

represents the string of revelation. 

The three strings on the right represent from top to^bottom: 
the Fathor, Son and Holy Ghost; 

the three on the left represent from top to bottom: 
tho Patriaroh, the wife (or wives) and the posterity. 

The strings tied together tie the Patriarch to God, 

tho wife (or wives) to Christ, and the posterity to the Holy Ghost, 

or representing the tieing of the family to the Godhead. 

The apron represents the powers of Lucifer 

that he tried to put upon the children of men 
when Adam and Eve were naked in the Garden. 

At this point in the ceremony the apron is removed 

and the skins, or garments are placed upon Adam and Eve, 
so that the garment or power of the Priesthood 
may be between Adam and Eve and the apron, 
or the powers put upon them by Lucifer.

and Jesus Christ whom thou hast sent." 

We were once acquainted with the Gods and lived with them, 
but we had the privilege of taking upon us flesh, 
that the spirit might have a houso to dwell in. 

V/q did so and forgot all and and came into the world 

not recollecting anything of which we had previously learned. 
Wo have heard a groat deal about Adam and Eve, 
how they were formed, 

and some think he was made like an adobe 

and the Lord breathed into him the breath of life. 

For we read, "From dust thou art and unto dust shalt thou return. 
He .was made of the dust of the earth, but not of this earth. 

He wa 3 made Just the same way you and I are made, 


but on another earth. 



Adam was an 


immortal being when he came on this earth. 
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He had lived on aTi earth similar to ours. 

He had reoeived the Priesthood and the keys thereof, 
and had been faithful in all things 
and gained his resurrection and his exaltation 
and was crowned with glory, immortality and eternal lives 
and was numbered with the Gods, 
for such he became through his faithfulness, 
and had begotten all the spirits 
that were to - come to this oarth. 

Eve, our common Mother, who is the mother of all living, 
bore these spirits in the celestial world. 

And when this earth was organised by Elobeim, Jehovah and Michael,
